Why you need to use a vault when you bury an um at a cemetery 

Many people may wonder why you need a vault to bury an um at a 
cemetery. Typically, when someone is buried in a casket the casket is 
placed in a vault. The vault is a large concrete or metal box that holds the 
casket. It helps keep the ground of the cemetery level and also protects 
the casket. When a loved one is cremated, however, their ashes will be 
placed in an um, However, many families still wish to bury the urn in a 
cemetery so they have a place to go to remember their loved one. 

It may seem, since the ashes are already stored in a container, that a 
vault would not be necessary. But this is not the case. Most cemeteries 
will require that if you bury an urn you place it inside a vault as well. 

First, the vault serves the same purpose for the urn as it does for a 


porcelain and could potentially break if the ground shifts too much. 

Another reason ums need to be in a vault is in the event that a family 
wishes to disinter the urn. At some point in the future, a family may 
decide they would like to move the urn to another location for burial. If this 
happens, it can be hard to dig up just a single um. There is a good chance 
that an unprotected urn would break during the disinterment process. A 
vault is not only easier to locate in the ground but safer to dig up. 

If you do not wish to have your loved one buried in a vault you can 
always choose to scatter their ashes. Some cemeteries have special 
spots where you can scatter ashes. This way you would still have a 
location to go to remember your loved one. Or you can choose another, 
meaningful location to scatter your loved one's ashes. Just make sure to 
check for local laws and restrictions before you do so.

Dedication and determination were key to 
Tigers run fo state prep oor championship 


The Elba Tiger golf team 
added the newest chapter to 
the ‘Book of Champions’ 
at Elba High last week 
when it claimed the state 
championship in the Class 
1A-2A state tournament, 
at Magnolia Grove Golf 
Course, in Mobile. 

The Tigers fired an 
18-hole total of 313 to win 
the event, while Brantley 
placed second with a 320 
and North Sand Mountain 
finished third with a 332. 

“We hoped we would 
qualify for the — state 
tournamerit and knew we 
had posted some scores 
during the regular season 
and in the post-season that 
could contend,” said Elba 
Tiger golf coach Mark 
Wicker. “We thought we 
had a chance last year to 
be successful at the state 
tourney, but of course 
it got wiped out by the 
pandemic. We had shot 
309 and 310 in matches 
this season, which were 
solid rounds, and we felt 
if we could match that we 
had a chance.” 

The Tigers didn’t quite 
match that score on the 
rain-drenched Mobile 
course, but saw its players 
step up and come through 
with memorable rounds. 
John Martin Wilson, the 
only senior on the team, 
birdied two par fours and 
two par fives on the back 
nine to fire a four-under par 
32, and while three bogeys 
did pop up on the front 
side, he added a fifth birdie 
of the day to close out the 
remarkable round that gave 
him medalist honors. 

Collins Sauls fired a 
three-over 39 on the first 
nine to set the stage for a 
solid round of 81, while 
Peyton McCart fired a 39 
on his second nine and 
parred six of the last seven 
holes to finish with a round 
of 80, and Paxton Wise 
parred five of the last six 
holes on the back nine to 
post an 82. 

“Everyone on the team 
really stepped up,” said 
Wicker, “as John Martin 
Wilson posted his best 
round of the season, Collin 
Sauls and Peyton McCart 
came through with solid 
rounds, and Paxton Wise 
stepped up as our fifth 
golfer to put a score on the

EDIFICATION 


Edification — the instruction or improvement of a per- 
son morally or intellectually. 

David wanted his words and the thoughts of his heart 
to be acceptable to the Lord. When a worshiper brought 
an animal to the sanctuary to be sacrificed to the Lord, a 
priest would examine it to see if it was free of blemishes. 
If a blemish was found, neither the animal nor the wor- 
shiper was accepted by the Lord. 

Matt. 12:34b, “for out to the abundance of the heart 
the mouth speaketh.” The creation demonstrates the 
power and the abilities that words exercise in the for- 
mation of our worlds. I think about how much further 
down the road I would be, if I had known in my forma- 
tive years the power of my words. 

David unveils a secret in Ps. 19:14 that will enable 
us to speak only those things that are pleasing in God’s 
sight. The secret is to pray that the thoughts that we 
ponder in our hearts are aligned with the scriptures. We 
must also seek to have the proper attitude toward what 
the scripture says. It is possible to ponder scriptures 
in our heart and not have the right attitude or mindset 
toward the scripture. If our attitudes resist the scriptures, 
nothing is accomplished. 

All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: that the man of God may 
be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good works. 2 
Tim, 3:16-17 

When we spend time with God and his word, are 
hearts are programmed to His truths. These truths 
become our foundational truths from which our thoughts 
are centered. If no time is spent with God and his word, 
our hearts will be filled with our opinions. We will 
meditate on our opinion and our opinion will become 
our gospel,
